The Secretary asked if Mr. Harriman thought that water was a problem for I 
the Soviets in the virgin lands. Mr. Harriman said he thought it was but that 
the Soviets were attacking the problem in a number of ways and were having some 
success with their method of holding snow cover during the winter. 

Mr, Murphy asked Mr. Harriman's impression about Soviet relations with 
Communist China. Mr. Harriman replied that Khrushchev had been very upset at 
Senator Humphrey for suggesting that these relations were not good. Khrushchev had 
pointed to China's plans for expanding food production and had noted that, if 
there were still trouble, the Soviets could always cut down some of the vast 
timber lands that Harriman had seen to help feed China. 

Mr. Harriman returned again to his concern at the seriousness of the leak 
of his conversation, suggesting that he perhaps would not be permitted to return 
to the Soviet Union. The Secretary said that we shared his concern but were 
S" V H^i.2 # hiH a l. had ^?
